W ashington, Dec. 2. (/P)—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt followed up his 
denunciation of the Soviet attack 
on Finland by serving clear notice 
today that Russia now falls under 
the adm inistration’s “ moral em­ 
bargo’* against sale of warplanes 
to nations 
bombing 
defenseless 
civilians. 


The chief executive named no 
countries in issuing 
a 
formal 
Btatement calling the attention of 
American airplane manufacturers 
to the official condemnation 
of 
nations "obviously guilty” of un­ 
provoked aerial bombardment of 
civil centers. 


£nvoy Sees Bombing 
He did refer, however, to the 
"recent recurrence of such acts.” 
And within an hour, Secretary of 
State Hull mad« public 
advices 
irom 
H. P. A rthur Schoenfeld, 


American m inister 
to 
Finland, 
flaying that he had personally wit­ 
nessed 
indiscriminate 
Russian 
bombing Of Helsinki within three 
blocks of the American legation. 


The 
“moral embargo” has no 
force of law, but It was quickly 
apparent that the airplane indus­ 
try in general would comply w’ith 
it, as it has with » similar em bar­ 
go on sale of warplanes to Japan. 
Most major m anufacturing com­ 
panies immediately indicated that 
they 
would 
follow the govern­ 
ment’s wishes.

supreme court today voted nnan- 
imously to uphold 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s expropriation of the vast 
foreign oil Industry in Mexico. 


The decision 
rejected 
the ap­ 
peal of 17 American, British and 
Netherlands 
. companies 
which 
have carried on a two-year court 
fight. 


The opinion provided: 
1. The expropriation was 
not 
unconstitutional and did not vio­ 
late personal guarantees. 


2. A denial that the companies 
ever owned the subsoil, which was 
held to be the exclusive property 
of the nation. 


3. The companies are entitled 
to compensation for the expropri­ 
ation of their wells and their cap­ 
ital Invested directly and “legiti­ 
mately” for the exploitation of the 
oil Industry. 


4. 
Indemnification 
must 
be 
made within 10 years from pro­ 
ceeds of the government's opera­ 
tion of the industry. 


5. The companies are entitled 
to the return of their records, 
archives, accounts and cash selxed 
in the course of the expropriation. 


The next move in the conflict 
was expected to come soon when 
the departments of finance and 
national economy 
present 
their 
valuations of the properties as a 
basis for indemnification. 


BY IIOBKRT K. BIJNN'FJiliK 
liondon, Dec. 2 (iP)— An au ­ 
thoritative nnnounceincnt asserted 
tonight that Britain’s big navy 
had “enabled 21,000,000 tons of 
British shipping to keep to the 
seas with a loss of Just (our per 
cent of her total naval tonnago” 
In three months of war. 


This declaration followed close­ 
ly the disclosure of another loss 
to mines In waters around Eng­ 
land, the sinking of the 8,010-ton 
British tanker San CaliRto off the 
southeast coast. Two of her crew’ 
were killed, seven Injured, and 35 
landed unhurt. 


Balanced against this was the 
capture of two German vessels, 
the 2,185-ton steamer Eilbck and 
the 2-15-ton traw ler Sophie Dusse, 
and the reported BcutlUng of the 
9,621-ton German lines 'WatussI 
by her own crow. 


S u b m arin e Sunk 
The Crew of an unnamed ad­ 
miralty traw ler reported the sink­ 
ing of a Naasi submarine and pos­ 
sibly a second off tho east coast 
this w eek. 
After sinking the first 
U-boat, the crew said they a t­ 
tacked another with deptii bomba 
and that oil 
patches 
Indicated 
they had been successful. 


The WatussI was run ashore 
south of Cape Point, Union of 
South Africa, by her German crew 
after being intercepted by South 
African lM»mHri> 
Her 35 paa- 
seng#rs an^ *ir#w>>1^27 were r^|i- 
cued. 


This was the eighty German 
steamer beached or sciittlcd 
to 
avoid capture. 


The British statement said th at 
Germany had "put out of action 
through sinking only about 53,000 
tons of British warships and the 
most important units In the group 
were a quarter of a century old.’’ 
(Britain’s chief losses were the 
29.150-ton battleship Royal Oak 
and the 22,500-ton aircraft carrier 
Courageous.)

Berlin, Dec. 2 (^P)—Nearly 2,- 
000,000 Jews in Greater Germany 
and Poland will be transferred to 
the Jewish reservation in eastern 
Poland set apart by Adolf Hitler, 
authoritative sources said today. 


The transfer of these people to 
a segregated district around Nis- 
ko on the San river, a small Pol­ 
ish town on the new German-So­ 
viet Russian demarcation line. Is 
being carried out under Heinrich 
Himmler, head of the SS (elite 
guard) and chief of all German 
police. 


The following groups of Jews 
are to be settled 
there 
Just as 
rapidly 
as 
conditions 
permit: 
150,000 from the protectorate of 
Bohemia-Moravia, 
65,000 
from 
Vienna, 30,000 from Posen and 
West Prussia, 
recently 
annexed 
from Poland, and 
200,000 from 
the “altrlch”—the German realm 
as it was before expansion began 
with the anschluss of Austria. 
Allowed 9120 Each 
Besides, approximately 1,500,- 
000 Polish Jews are to be evicted 
forcibly from their homes in cities 
and villages which are to become 
parts of the new Polish state de­ 
vised by Hitler. 


The Gestapo, or secret police, 
has laid upon the Jewish commun­ 
ity in each town or village the re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
organizing and 
financing the exodus. 


Each deported Jew may take 
along 300 .marks 
(|120J, 
only 
such personal belongings as will 
go Into a large suitcase, and es­ 
sential household goods, especial­ 
ly bedding, cooking utensils and 
such tools that would be useful in 
building barracks and primitive 
homes. 


Towns and villages of tho re­ 
gion around 
NIsko 
are 
being 
abandoned as quickly as possible 
by Poles, Germans and Ukrain­ 
ians. and the 
dwellings, 
many 
showing the effects of 
the Ger- 
man-Pollsh war, turned over to 
the Jews, 
The 
Jews are to be 
strictly segregated from the rest 
of the people under German Jur­ 
isdiction. 


Subsistence Is Problem 
Germany hopes to complete the 
Iresettlement movement by April 
1. 1940. Regular transports have 
started from Vienna and Bohemla- 
Moravla but nothing apparently 
has been done yet to move Jews 
out of the German relch proper. 


Just how the Jews in the pro­ 
posed reservation are to find a 
means of subsistence appears not 
yet to 
have 
been 
determined. 
Most of those who receive notices 
to bo ready for a transport are 
told they will first be taken to a 
camp and taught a trade or han­ 
dicraft. They often find that their 
activity consists in building addi­ 
tional barracks to house the Jews 
that are to come. 


Whatever property a Jew leaves 
behind, whether In 
real 
estate, 
business or house with its belong­ 
ings, must be turned over to the 
Jewish 
community, 
which 
has 
charge of Its liquidation.

American airplane manufacturers

civil centers. 
Envoy Sees Bombing 
He did refer, however, to the 
“ recent recurrence of such acts.” 
And within an hour, Secretary of 
State Hull made public 
advices 
from 
H. F. Arthur Schoenfeld, 
American minister 
to 
Finland, 
saying that he had personally wit­ 
nessed 
indiscriminate 
Russian 
bombing of Helsinki within three 
blocks of the American legation. 
The 
“moral embargo” has no 
force of law, but It was quickly 
apparent that the airplane indus­ 
try in general would comply with 
it, as it has with a similar embar­ 
go on sale of warplanes to Japan. 
Most major manufacturing com­ 
panies immediately indicated that 
they 
w'ould 
follow the govern­ 
ment’s wishes. 
The president’s statem ent said: 
“The American government and

Jews Info Poland

Berlin, Dec. 2 (ZP)— Nearly 2,- 
000.000 Jews in Greater Germany 
and Poland will be transferred to 
the Jewish reservation in eastern 
Poland set apart by Adolf Hitler, 
authoritative sources said today. 
The transfer of these people to 
a segregated district around Nis- 
ko on the San river, a small Pol­ 
ish town on the new German-So­ 
viet Russian demarcation line, is 
being carried out under Heinrich 
Himmler, head of the SS (elite 
guard) and chief of all German 
police. 
The following groups of Jews 
are to be settled 
there 
just as 
rapidly 
as 
conditions 
permit: 
150,000 from the protectorate of 
Bohemia-Moravia, 
65,000 
from 
Vienna, 30,000 from 
Posen 
and 
W est Prussia, 
recently 
annexed 
from Poland, and 
200,000 
from 
the “ altrich”— the German realm 
as it was before expansion began 
with the anschluss of Austria. 
Allowed $120 Each 
Besides, approximately 1,500,- 
000 Polish Jews are to be evicted 
forcibly from their homes in cities 
and villages which are to become 
parts of the new Polish state de­ 
vised by Hitler. 
The Gestapo, or secret police, 
has laid upon the Jewish commun­ 
ity in each town or village the re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
organizing and 
financing the exodus. 
Each deported Jew 
may 
take 
along 300 m arks 
(6120J, 
only 
such personal belongings as will 
go into a large suitcase, and es­ 
sential household goods, especial­ 
ly bedding, cooking utensils and 
such tools that would be useful in 
building barracks 
and 
primitive 
homes. 
Towns and villages of the re­ 
gion around 
Nlsko 
are 
being 
abandoned as quickly as possible 
by Poles, Germans 
and 
Ukrain­ 
ians, and the 
dwellings, 
many 
showing the effects of

man-Polish war, turned over to 
the Jews. 
The 
Jews 
are to be 
strictly segregated from the rest 
of the people under German ju r­ 
isdiction. 
Subsistence Is Problem 
Germany hopes to complete the 
Resettlement movement by April 
1, 1940. Regular transports have 
started from Vienna and Bohemia- 
Moravia but nothing apparently 
has been done yet to move Jews 
out of the German reich proper. 
Just how the Jews in the pro­ 
posed reservation are to find a 
means of subsistence appears not 
yet to 
have 
been 
determined. 
Most of those who receive notices 
to be ready for a transport are 
told they will first be taken to a 
camp and taught a trade or han­ 
dicraft. They often find that their 
activity consists in building addi­ 
tional barracks to house the Jews 
that are to come. 
W hatever property a Jew leaves 
behind, whether in 
real 
estate, 
business or house with its belong­ 
ings, must be turned over to the

COMMUNIST LEADER 
CONCLUDES PACT 
WITH MOSCOW

Soviet Russia concluded a 
mutual assistance pact last 
night with the Communist- 
sponsored Finnish “peoples’* 
government while her army 
reported new gains against 
the stubbornly fighting Finns. 
The pact with the Soviet- 
recognized “democratic repub­ 
lic of Finland” gave Joseph 
Stalin all the things he had 
asked of the Helsinki govern­ 
ment before hostilities start­ 
ed, including sweeping terri­ 
torial changes, islands for 
naval bases in the Gulf of Fin­ 
land and a military agree­ 
ment. 
Fighting bitterly for her in­ 
dependence, Finland decided 
meanwhile to submit her case 
to the League of Nations. 
She claimed successes in the 
Petsamo district on the Arctic 
Ocean while her troops withdrew 
on the Karelian Istnmus to make 
a stand on the Mannerheim line. 
The Russians claimed they had 
penetrated from 19 to 22 miles 
into Finnish territory and were 
sweeping the Finns out of the Pet­ 
samo district. 
The embattled Finns’ w ill to re­ 
sist was reflected in their public 
dftfofianor and statements of their 
leaders. 
N o Weakening 
Vaino Tanner, foreign minister 
in the reorganised Finnish cabinet 
of Premier Risto Ryti, declared 
in a broadcast to the United States 
that the “independence and integ­ 
rity” of Finland “can not be de­ 
stroyed by our eastern neighbor.” 
Soviet Russia, m e a n w h i l e , 
showed no weakening in her de­ 
termination to batter down Fin­ 
nish resistance and replace her 
government with one headed by 
a Communist and proclaimed by 
the Soviet Union. 
A Finnish government spokes­ 
man at Helsinki called Kuusinen 
“the so-called prime minister who 
lived 20 years in Moscow as a 
traitor to the Finnish cause and 
now is seeking revenge.” 
At Helsinki the government of 
Premier Rlsto Ryti held two meet­ 
ings and decided to submit th® 
problem of Finnish relations to 
the League of Nations, of which 
Finland is a member. 
The Finnish-Russian conflict de­ 
veloped into bitter

Scandinavians Uneasy 
Refugees said the Finnish col­ 
umn which drove Red army troops 
out of the Petsamo district killed 
more than 150 in their bitter 
counterattack.

David, 
duke 
of 


Windsor, former ruler of the Brit­ 
ish Empire, has returned from his 
three years of self-imposed exile 
to serve in Britain’s army. 
The duke has resigned his com­ 
mission as field marshal and will 
serve in the field at the lower 
rank of major general. The tem­ 
porary resignation was accepted 
by his brother, King George VI, 
and the new appointment made 
effective on Sept. 3, the day Great 
Britain declared war on Germany. 
As Prince of Wales, Windsor 


was under fire more than once 
during the World War, and his 
persistent efforts to reach the 
front gave those officers entrusted 
with his safety numerous .head­ 
aches. 
As future king, his life 


w as not permitted to be endan­ 
gered.

"Only by the active Interest of 
every American 
community 
in 
seeing that its resources are fully 
and correctly reported." Secretary 
Hopkins said "can we get the full 
and complete factual picture of 
the nation as a whole which is so 
vital to both private and public 
enterprise.’* 


Secretary Lindsay said he will 
ielect a General Citizen’s Commit­ 
tee embracing all of the principal 
civic interests In the Community 
— commercial, educational, labor, 
religious, publicity—and that this 
committee will appoint 
subcom­ 
mittees to stress specific 
census 
activities. 


This Is the first time for many 
years that all of the Censuses— 
Business. Manufactures. 
Popula­ 
tion. Agriculture, Housing Mines 
and Quarries, Drainage and Irri­ 
gation—will be taken in a single 
year. 


They will not all be taken at 
the same time. 
The censuses of 
Business 
»Manufacturing 
and 
Mines and Quarries 
will 
start 
early in 
January» 
some 
three 
months ahead of the counts of 
Popalatlon, Agriculture and Hous­ 
ing, which begin April 1, accord­ 
ing to law. 


Seeretary Lindsay said that the 
General Cltitens’ Committee will 
be organised soon, and will 
be 
asked to appoint aubcommittees 
on Business 
and 
Manufactures 
and on publicity, which will start 
at once supplying Information to 
business interests concerning the 
nature of questions to be asked 
them and the significance of these 
questions to the nation's business 
Bs a whole. 


Aside from perfecting Its or- 
icanlzation and beginning a study 
of questionnaires and other ma­ 
terial supplied by the Census Bu­ 
reau In Washington, the general 
committee will not begin its com- 
munlty-wide drive for 
coopera­ 
tion on the later censuses 
until 
after the first of the year. Secre­ 
tary Lindsay said.

DOGS AS SPORT AND HOBBY 
By C. E. Harblson 


No sport or hobby so constant­ 
ly occupies as many devotees as 
does the breeding and showing 
of pure-bred dogs. The dog must 
have daily attention, whether he 
is In competition or not. 


Tho same thing is true of hors­ 
es. cats and other animals, but 
not one ot these can count as 
many fanciers as does the pure­ 
bred dog. 
Of 
some 
1,300,000 
dogs of all breeds registered by 
The American Kennel Club since 
the establishment of 
the 
Stud 
Book, nearly 600,000 are now liv­ 
ing. 
These aro 
the 
specimens 
around which the sport revolves. 


About 100,000 dogs are bench­ 
ed during the year at the mem- 
ber-club, licensed, and sanction­ 
ed shows. 
During 
1989 
there 
were 336 all-breed, limited breed, 
and specialty shows. 
These ex­ 
hibitions constitute the 
"major 
leagues’* of the sport. They are 
events In which only the best can 
hope to score consistently. 


Behind the big shows are other, 
smaller exhibitions which seldom 
receive publicity because they do 
not create newi. But these smal­ 
ler shows play their part in pre­ 
paring the show dogs of the Unit­ 
ed States for the major circuits. 
They 
carry 
no 
championship 
points, the exhibitors competing 
merely for ribbons and priies. In 
the course of a year there 
arc 
about 1,000 such matches held in 
various parts of the country. 


The match shows serve anoth­ 
er extremely important function 
in the sport. They are the means 
ot training new Judges who later 
will be added to the American 
Kennel Club list of qualified an 
thorities. 
New names must al­ 
ways be added to this list, and all 
Judges must be sure 
of 
them­ 
selves beforo they make decisions 
at the major exhibitions. 


Breeders of pure-bred dogs are 
constantly Judging the members 
of their kennels. This is particu­ 
larly true of puppies, 
for 
they 
change greatly from 
month 
to 
month—even from week to week. 


Time and again It happens that 
the "ugly duckling” of a partic­ 
ular litter becomes the sensational 
winner, while the puppies which 
have appeared to be the 
most 


promising become 
merely 
pet 
dogs. 


The smaller shows perform a 
function very similar to th at of 
farm clubs in baseball and their 
increasing numbers are one of the 
healthiest Indications that the dog 
world is healthy.

ity’s hum an and 
economic 
re­ 
sources ever compiled. 
“Only by th e active interest of 
every A m erican 
com m unity 
in 
seeing th a t its resources are fully 
and correctly reported,” Secretary 
H opkins said “ can we get the full 
and com plete factual picture of 
the nation as a whole which is so 
vital to both private and public 
enterprise.” 
Secretary Lindsay said he will 
select a G eneral Citizen’s Commit­ 
tee em bracing all of the principal 
civic interests in the Community 
— com m ercial, educational, labor, 
religious, publicity— and th a t this 
com m ittee will appoint 
subcom ­ 
m ittees to stress specific 
census 
activities. 
This is the first tim e for many 
years th a t all of the Censuses— 
Business, M anufactures, 
Popula­ 
tion, A griculture, H ousing Mines 
and Q uarries, D rainage and Irri­ 
gation— will be taken in a single 
year. 
They w ill not all be taken at 
the sam e tim e. 
The censuses of 
Business 
.M anufacturing 
and 
Mines and Q uarries 
will 
sta rt 
early in 
January,, 
some 
three 
m onths ahead of the counts of 
Population, A griculture and Hous­ 
ing, which begin April I, accord­ 
ing to law. 
Seoretary Lindsay said th a t the 
General Citizens' Com m ittee will 
be organized soon, and will 
be 
asked to appoint subcom m ittees 
on Business 
and 
M anufactures 
and on publicity, which will sta rt 
a t once supplying inform ation to 
business interests concerning the 
nature of questions to be asked 
them and the significance of these 
questions to the nation’s business 
bs a whole. 
Aside from perfecting its or­ 
ganization and beginning a study 
of questionnaires and other m a­ 
terial supplied by the Census Bu­ 
reau in W ashington, the general 
com m ittee will not begin its com­ 
m unity-w ide drive for 
coopera­ 
tion on the la te r censuses 
until 
after the first of the year. Secre­ 
tary Lindsay said. 
“ Our first Job is to m ake cer­ 
tain th a t every business m an un­ 
derstand th a t this 
com m unity’s 
hopes for new industries, invest­ 
ments, payrolls and residents — 
in fact, all its plans— are tied up 
directly w ith getting full census 
reports from every business firm ,”

Russia Opens Land, Air, Naval Attack on Little Finland! 


Out of a total population of 8,667,000— half 
the size of New York City— Finland has 800,- 
men now under arms. Peacetime army strength Is only 25,000, and 
military men estimate war strength at 125,000 trained men. The 


others now bearing arms are older men, youngsters, and possi< 
bly the physically unfit. Up to 100,000 of Finland’s women are 
enrolled in the Lotta Svard to back up the men.

I don’t believe that 
anyone can get any reliable in­ 
formation or estimation on this 
business now or any other time be­ 
fore Xmas eve or rather the day 
after 
Xmas. 
However, there is 
some Indications of how the pen­ 
dulum will swing. 
In Milwaukee 
the trees are very much 
in 
evi­ 
dence now, which Is earlier than 
usual. In talking with some of the 
dealers who I have 
known 
for 
years, and who get trees from ell 
parts of onr land, the general in­ 
formation received from them was 
we are going to be “lousy” with 
trees this Xmas. On my way home 
Dec. I I met more than a dozen 
truckloads 
of 
trees and 
many 
more loads of trees along US 41 
between Menominee and Escanaba 
more trees than I hays ever seen 
in all the years I have been inter­ 
ested In the business. The intent 
of this communication is to warn 
those who are cutting trees in this 
district not to do so, unless they 
have orders for them 
and 
even 
then be very careful so as not to 
get stung. My idea is and has al­ 
ways been not to cot

than can be used, the trees that 
are cut over the actual demand 
or consumption, are a total eco­ 
nomic loss to the man who brings 
them to the market

thing in return for allowing it to 
grow. Those who ar# cutting and 
bringing trees to market on the 
assumption that they can be dis­ 
posed of readily at rn good profit, 
will find 
him self 
disappointed, 
and it is to thoae who

definite place to dispose of their 
trees that this warning Is intend­ 
ed for and I will admit that this 
warning is not altogether altru­ 
istic ss I am one of the many who 
stand to loose by a heavy over­ 
flow in the market.

Wash ingto n— There is an excellent rean 
son why the U. S. Navy has been so secret 
tlve regarding the German magnet ic mines 
which have been causing such disaster ta 
Allied shipping. Probably it will be den­ 
ied, but the real fact is that the N avy h a i 
been experim enting with this type of mine 
Itself. 


Behind the scenes, 
the 
British 
have 
known th e exact make-up of the German 
mines for s o m e time. So also have our ow n 
expert's. 


The first German magnetic 
mine 
w as 
found washed up on the coast ot Norway, 
several w eek s before the Germ ans began 
their campaign in the 
English 
Channel. 
Apparently, the Germans at that time w^ere 
experimenting w^lth the mine In Norwegian 
waters. 


The British, however, d id n’t pay much 
attention to the new mine. 
So when the 
Nazis began their campaign 
in 
earnest. 
Allied shipping w as caught com pletely off 
base. Since then, more mines have 
been 
washed up off the English 
coast, 
and 
have been taken to pieces by the British. 


The principle on which the m in e works 
is a magnetic compass. The needle of the 
compass points normally north. B u t w hen 
a large body of steel passes nearby, the 
needle is deflected from the north, 
and 
this swerving of the needle 
Ignites 
the 
high explosive inside the mine. 


The mine lies at the bottom of the sea 
and does not rise to the top. Therefore, it 
is effective on ly In shallow water. 
But 
even 30 or 40 feet from the hull o f a ship, 
its explosion can be Just as deadly as If it 
actually struck the ship itself. 


—SHALIiOW WATER WEAPONS— 


Because the mines are effective only in 
relatively shallow' water, they have been 
concentrated in and around th e 
English 
Channel. They 
w’ould 
be 
valueless 
if 
shrewn around the deep Atlantic. 


One important effect which they have 
had on German warfare Is to 
force 
all 
Nazi subm arines out of 
control 
waters. 
Submarines explode the n^ines 
ju.st 
as 
easily as merchant vessels, in fact more 
easily. So the Germans have to keep their 
U-boats in the deep Atlantic or at home. 


Reports from the British navy receivetl 
in official quarters are that 
th e 
British 
now- have the mine terror licked. The Brit­ 
ish solution is to tow a large piece of iron 
behind a w ooden boat. T he w ooden boat 
does not set off the magnetic mine, but 
the iron which follows in its wake, does. 


At pre.sent the British have abandonetl 
Ihe old fashioned mine sweeper, and are 
lltteraly combing the seas 
around 
the 
English Channel. They may be too optimis­ 
tic, but they think that In another week, 
or even 
less. 
German'» magnetic mines 
will be all exploded. 


Meanwhile the British air corps Is extra 
diligent to prevent Nazi planes from drop­ 
ping more mines around the English Chan­ 
nel. They are not entirely sure, but they 
bell<n*e most of the mines wore 
dropped 
from the air. unless some were planted 1» 
disgulsetl Nazi wooden vessels.

as Old Orchard, It has been found 
difficult to feed the ^silage fast 
enough to keep it from spoiling 
on the surface. 
Under ordinary 
conditions the ensilage is loosened 
about the outside rim and piled 
in the center, as It Is used. Under 
present weather conditions, this 
practice cannot be followed on 
small farms, for as soon as the 
ensilage is loosened and allowed 
to stand in a pile, for a few days, 
it becomes mouldy and unfit for 
cow feed. 
To meet the situation, 
out at Old Orchard, only enough 
silage for each feeding is care­ 
fully scratched from the 
surface 
of the silo and the remainder is 
kept packed as solidly as possible. 
This plan does not work perfectly, 
but it is better than having con­ 
siderable 
quantities 
made unfit 
for anything but hog feed, each 
day. 
The cows hare just got to 
have their ensilage, as long as it 
is available, so the farm crew, 
while they can m ake use of more 
nice weather, will be a little hap­ 
pier when the dally tem peratures 
get down to normal for this sec­ 
tion.

Herd Promises To 
Perpetuate Species 


St. P aul— The heretofore rap ­ 
idly dwindling woodland caribou 
h erd in 
M innesota 
holds 
out 
promise.s of a m arked trend in the 
o th e r direction from now on a 
result of final preparations u n d e r­ 
way for the 
release 
of 
seven 
young animals, 
im ported 
from 
C anada two years ago. 
in 
the 
wilds north of Upper Red Lake, 
according to reports to the state 
d ep artm en t of conservation. 


These caribou, caught as young 
calves weighing about 50 pounds 
each, in the W ilderness north of 
A lberta, have been kepi in a 2,- 
300-acre corral in the Beltram i 
Island project area since brought 
Into this country. 
They 
now 
weigh around 200 pounds each. 


T h e original consignm ent from 
A lberta consisted of nine 
calves 
and one bull. 
One of the calves 
died and the bull was 
released 
about a year ago to join three n a­ 
tive caribou which have been in 
th a t region for years. 
These are 
the only woodland caribou known 
lo exist in the U nited States o u t­ 
side of Alaska. 


T his latest addition to the herd 
was brought ab o u t by a federal 
soil conservation service project. 
W ays and m eans are now' being 
considered for tu rn in g over to the 
sta te of M innesota 
tho 
future 
m anagem enr of the wild life area 
of some 1,500.000 acres in 
the 
region north of Upper Red Lake 
and south of B audette and Spoon­ 
er.

STATE TO BUY 
WATER FRONT 


New Fishing License Law 
Effective On Jan. 1 
Provides Funds 


Lansing (/P)— The state conser­ 
vation department today 
studied 
plans to acquire public access to 
fighing grounds with the funds 
provided by a new fishing license 
law which becomes effective Jan. 
1. 


Under the law, licenses will cost 
one dollar. Forty per cent of 
the 
fees must bo used to acquire pub­ 
lic access to fishing grounds, for 
research In fish life and improve­ 
ment of fishing spots. 


The department estimated that 
revenues under the new law will 
be $600,000 a year, compared to 
$386,989 from the present licens­ 
ing law’. 


A tentative plan calls for 
the 
department to spend $165,000 for 
land acquisition, $60,000 for re­ 
search and 25,000 for fishing Im­ 
provements. 


Fred A. Westerman, 
chief 
of 
the Department’s 
fish 
division, 
said, “We contemplate the 
pur­ 
chase of numerous small parcels 
of land on the banks of lakes and 
streams, rather than to buy only 
a few large pieces 
of 
ground. 
Much of this purchase should be 
in the lower half of the lower pen­ 
insula, and more of it should be 
spent on lakes than on streams. 
W e should do as much as possible 
close in to Detroit, but we must 
not discriminate against outstate 
fishers.’* 


He said he believed the Metro­ 
politan areas provide most of the 
license revenues and that persons 
of modest means were owed pro­ 
tection 
against loss of access to 
fishing grounds. 


“The poor man In the city will 
lose his sport unless his access Is 
guaranteed, because he probably 
never will be able to afford many 
long fishing trips,'« 
Westerman 
said.

ON DEER FENCE 


Find Whitetails Will Go 
Through Space of 
Eight Inches 


"The deer-proof fence experi­ 
ment in Alcona County has been 
giving results during 
the 
last 
m onth,” reports Ho H. Bartlett 
of the Game Division, who 
has 
been trying to outwit crop-eating 
deer ever since he began his ex­ 
periments a year ago. 
The ex­ 
periment 
has progressed to the 
stage where some t lends may be 
observed. 
Bartlett carried out 
tests 
on 
two miles of fence involving tw en­ 
ty-two different kinds of 
wire. 
About one and one-fourth miles 
were woven wire and the rem ain­ 
ing three-fourths were electrified 
barb wire. 
" Peer will go through an elec­ 
tric barbed fence with spaces as 
small as eight inches.” says B art­ 
lett. 
In one alfalfa field the deer 
went hack and forth through the 
fence almost at will, even though 
it was electrified. 
Bartlett 
be­ 
lieves that the increasing thick­ 
ness of the deer's winter coat has 
developed an 
insulating 
effect, 
thereby partly nullifying the ef­ 
fect of lite electric fence. 
Ditch Keeps Deer Out 
He has found that a ditch two 
feet deep keeps deer out. 
Oniy 
one deer has been able to solve the 
mystery and jum p 
the 
42-inch 
woven wire fence from the two 
foot ledge between the fence and 
th e ditch. 
Actually, the 
ditch 
acts as a one-way gate, for deer 
which have entered the 
fenced 
area in another 
place 
readily 
jumped the fence from the inside, 
landing three feet 
below where 
they expected to on the outside. 
"Electric fences 
with 
wires 
spaced more than six inches apart 
will not keep out deer,” concludes 
Bartlett. 
The woven wire fence experi­ 
m ents have shown that when deer 
pressure gets heavy. 
1 2 ’2-guage 
fence shows signs of weakening 
The 11-guage fence seems to he 
holding out, and the nine-guage 
fence stands unmarred. 
B uffer Strips Planted 
This year the Game 
Division 
tried planting buffer strips for the 
first time. 
At 
present, 
nearly 
five miles of such strips, in which 
rye and vetch has been planted, 
are laid out in Alpena, Montmor­ 
ency, Oscoda and Alcona 
coun­ 
ties. 
The purpose of the strips is 
to Stop the deer before they dis­ 
cover the farmer's main crops. 
The effectiveness of tile buffer 
atrip idea will not be evident u n ­ 
til next year. 
In the meantime, 
experiments to foil hungry deer 
will he continued. 
During the 
w inter m onths baiting and trap ­ 
ping experiments will 
be 
con­ 
ducted in the hope of finding a 
simple and cheap way of tran s­ 
ferring deer from areas

if they strike a vulnerable spot. 
They are driven by an almost u n ­ 
believable power and are 
tough 
weapons to oppose. 
I have seen a deer crush in the 
sides of a well-built boat and de­ 
molish a canoe when th e deer was 
approached in the water. 
I never 
have seen a deer attack a man. 
Countless times I have heard 
of does which bravely went into 
action when some m an molested 
their fawns. 
Ju st as m any times 
I have seen men pick up fawns 
and even carry them away w ith­ 
out any attack from the mothers. 
The mothers have even fled when 
men were seen. 
This does not 
mean that they were not brave 
but does make it seem th a t man 
is more than fairly safe from a t ­ 
tack. 
The deer which sta rted this ti­ 
rade was not even wounded but 
was stumbled upon, so the story 
went in the papers, by 
a 
man 
hunting for a wounded buck. Bull­ 
dogging a buck is som ething for 
fiction hut lins no place In stories 
of hunting which are supposed to 
he true. 
Keep away from 
a 
wounded 
buc k or any wounded animal and 
you will have no trouble. 
Get 
near any desperate living creature 
and the results may be disaster- 
ous. 
Any animal with its bark 
figuratively to the wall will do 
all it can to save its life. 
When 
| there is a chance to

away 
i from man w ithout attacking the 
animals will flee every time. 
Mind your own business 
and 
the animals will 
m ind 
theirs. 
Stick your nose into a buzz saw’ 
and it is bound to get scrambled 
up a bit.

SCENTS THAT MEAN "CENTS” 
TO THE TRAPPER, 
By Cal Johnson 
T ra p p in g is an interesting and 
instructive art, because success in 
it requires study of th e habits of 
th e animals trapped. 
The 
best 
tr ap p e r is one who. in addition to 
his knowledge, is th e most famil­ 
iar with his territory. 
His obser­ 
vations 
extend 
th ro u g h o u t the 
year and his eyes are as open in 
th e early spring, just a t the close 
of th e season, as at th e beginning

signs of game, 
since th e cardinal point of trap­ 
ping consists in finding out the 
exact h a u n ts of th e quarry.

L ansing (JP)— The state conser­ 
vation departm ent today 
studied 
plans to acquire public access to 
fighing grounds w ith the funds 
provided by a new fishing license 
law w hich becom es effective Jan. 
I. 
Under the law, licenses w ill cost 
one dollar. Forty per cent of 
the 
fees m ust be used to acquire pub­ 
lic access to fishing grounds, for 
research in fish life and im prove­ 
m ent of fish ing spots. 
The departm ent estim ated that 
revenues under the new law w ill 
be $600,OOO a year, compared to 
$386,989 from the present licens­ 
ing law . 
A tentative plan calls for 
the 
departm ent to spend $165,000 for 
land acquisition, $60,000 for re­ 
search and 25,000 for fishing im ­ 
provem ents. 
Fred A. W esterm an, 
chief 
of 
the D epartm ent’s 
fish 
division, 
said, “ W e contem plate the 
pur­ 
chase of num erous sm all parcels 
of land on the banks of lakes and 
stream s, rather than to buy only 
a few large pieces 
of 
ground. 
Much of this purchase should be 
in the low er half of the low er pen­ 
insula, and more of it should be 
spent on lakes than on stream s. 
W e should do as much as possible 
close in to D etroit, but we m ust 
not discrim inate against outstate 
fish ers.” 
H e said he believed the Metro­ 
politan areas provide m ost of the

Century Old Game 
Laws Puzzling To 
Present-Day Reader 


L ansing— W hile Michigan legis­ 
lators 
m ay have been conserva­ 
tion-m inded a century ago they 
were not so scientific in designat­ 
ing wildlife species as are pres­ 
ent-day conservationists. 


Act 109 of the Public Acts of 
1840, 
for 
th è 
preservation of 
woodcock, 
quail, 
partridge and 
pheasant in th e county of Wayne, 
provided th a t th ere should be no 
killing of woodcock between Feb­ 
ru ary 1 and Ju ly 1, and no killing 
o ' quail, partrid g e or pheasant be­ 
tween March 1 and October 1. 


Section 2 of the act provided a 
penalty of one dollar for illegal 
killing of p a rtrid g e or pheasant, 
and a .'iO-cent penalty for wood­ 
cock 
and 
quail. 
B ut revenue 
clearly was n o t the purpose of the 
act: 
H alf the penalty w ent to 
W ayne county and half to the i;i- 
fonner. 
P ersons selling or pos­ 
sessing 
the birds illegally were 
deemed guilty of killing. 


W hat pnzles the m odern reader 
is the word “ p h easan t’’. 
Separate 
referencea to plieasant and par­ 
tridge indicate two different liirds

Lansing— While Michigan legis­ 
lators

This was not the attitude

There is no evidence, further­ 
more, that Mr. Kuhn committed 
any crime against the State, as 
the State. He embezsled no funds 
from any public offices. His crime 
was against the members of the 
Bund and against them 
alone, 
and they did not consider it a 
crime. 
At least, after the fact, 
they gave him the powers. The 
judgment of the jury means that 
such powers must be specifically 
granted; they are not implied. His 
administration 
of 
the 
Bund, 
therefore, 
was 
racketeering, 
whether he exercised terror 
or 
not.

would have very widespread pos­ 
sible repercussions. 
For the fact 
is that the diversion of fnnds. for

It goes on, for in­ 
stance. in certain trade 
vnlons 
not considered as racketa. and it 
goes on in all sorts of organisa­ 
tions formed from public subscrip­ 
tions.

This is often made possible by 
divided loyalties. 
The members 
of an organization may be dissat­ 
isfied with the way its 
affairs 
are being run, or they may be kept 
i ntotal ignorance ot those affairs 
-»that is oftener the case— and 
yet they may not wish public in­ 
vestigations because 
they 
fear 
that such 
investigations 
would 
pisy into the hands of opponents 
of the orgsnisatlon with whose 
essential purposes the members 
are in agreement. 


This certainly is the case with 
the Communist party. 
I have said 
it before, and I say it again, that 
if a public accounting were ever 
forced of the sources and uses of 
the funds that pass through the 
Communist party and kindred or­ 
ganizations alliMl with it. incred­ 
ible shenanigans would 
be 
re« 
vealed. 
Communists, 
however, 
will not press charges. 
Even if 
they are personally disturbed they 
will defend the party and iu lead­ 
ers. 


On the other hand, to encour­ 
age district attorneys to interfere 
in any organisations 
that 
they 
nay suspect has certain menaces 
ot its own. •

Therefore, it would seem that 
certain requirements ought to be 
made in law of all orgBBlsatlons 
sollcitiBg funds or members from 
the public.

Members of an organlsatioB. if 
they are to accept a totalitarian 
leadership principle,

Unchanged to lower were Gen­ 
eral Motors, Chrysler. United Air­ 
craft, American Telephone, Ken- 
necott, Phelps Dodge, American 
Smelting. Great Northern, Good­ 
rich, Bethlehem Steel. W esting­

and

vester. 
The curb was equally indiffer­ 
ent. Aluminum of America edged 
forward fractionally on top of its 
sharp upswing Friday.

WIN APPROVAL 


New Purchasing Methods 
for State Stop 
Complaints 


Policies adopted by Robert 
J. 
Riley, Gladstone, director of pur­ 
chasing for the State of Michigan, 
are winning approval it is indicat­ 
ed by a story appearing recently 
in the Detroit News, written 
by 
Donald W. Pollard of the Lansing 
bureau of the News. 


The story follows: 
“l^anslng, Mich., Nov. 20— Rob­ 
ert J. Riley, director of purchas­ 
ing, has 
eliminated 
"daylight” 
buying methods from the 
State 
Government but no Lansing offi­ 
cial feels like criticizing him. 


"Riley was appointed 
by 
the 
T^urchaslng 
Committee 
of 
the 
State Administrative Board 
last 
summer after a long 
period 
of 
rumors of laxity in the 
depart­ 
ment. He had been secretary of 
an Upper Peninsula 
Republican 
committee and had 20 years of e,\- 
perience as buyer for 
Michigan 
lumber companies. 


"With the advice and co-oper- 
ation of a committee of purching 
agents for private companies, Ril­ 
ey has reorganized many suppos­ 
edly axiomatic principles of public 
purchasing. 


"No longer does the department 
make a pretense of being bound to 
accept the lowest bid on any com­ 
modity. 


"By paying one cent 
less 
a 
pound on meat you may get meat 
that isn’t worth anything, Riley 
explains. We take what we think 
is the best value offered, consider- 
erlng everything. 


"Formerly the department post­ 
ed on a bulletin board notices of 
commodities it was preparing 
to 
buy. It published a bulletin list­ 
ing major purchase of the 
pre­ 
ceding week, giving 
prices 
and 
successful bidders. 
NO MORE IIULLETINS 


"The theory of this 
‘daylight’ 
system was that every merchant 
should have an 
opportunity 
to 
participate in State business and 
to know who got the business. 


"Riley never has Issued the list 
of successful bidders, and he has 
discontinued the bulletin board. 


"I took out the board as an ex­ 
periment. expecting 
many 
com­ 
plaints. but there have been none, 
he said. The board was 
of 
no 
benefit to anyone but a few curb­ 
stone operators 
and 
chlselers. 
They would come in at the last 
minute, read the board, dash off 
a bid and, if they were low, try to 
get someone to fill it, 
probably 
with inferior goods. 


"Now they don’t bid until they 
have filled out a 
form 
stating 
whom they represent, giving bank 
references, territory 
they 
were 
able to serve, and so 
on. 
Only 
manufacturers and dealers 
with 
un established business and repu­ 
tation may bid. 
CHIKELEKS OUT 


“The nerve of some of the curb­ 
stone operators 
was 
amazing. 
They would walk Into the buyers’ 
offices, hang up their coats 
and 
stick around all day. They would 
even answer the t)hones and look 
at mall on the desks if they got a 
chance. I have rearranged the off­ 
ice so they can’t get in except on 
legitimate business. Anyone with 
a good reason can Inspect our rec­ 
ords at any time. 


Aud.-Gen. Vernon J. 
Brown, 
chairman of the committee 
and 
formerly the foremost critic 
of 
State buying methods, expressed 
himself as considerably 
encour­ 
aged by Riley’s work. 


"As a matter of policy I 
can 
see many objections to the 
sys­ 
tem Riley and the 
private 
pur­ 
chasers are setting 
up, 
Brown 
said. When they confine the busl- 
ness largely to a few companies It 
savors of a closed corporation. If 
a purchasing director who wasn’t 
strictly honest should step 
Into 
such a set-up he could really go 
to town.

"But no one has questioned Ril­ 
ey’s honesty. So far as 1 can see 
the companies doing most of the 
business are the ones best quali­ 
fied to furnish the goods. I used

Riley, Gladstone, director of pur­ 
chasing for the State of Michigan, 
are winning approval it is indicat­ 
ed by a story appearing recently 
in the Detroit News, written

Donald W. Pollard of the Lansing 
bureau of the News. 
The story follows: 
“ Lansing, Mich., Nov. 20— Rob­ 
ert J. Riley, director of purchas­ 
ing, has 
eliminated 
“ daylight’’ 
buying methods from the 
State 
Government but no Lansing offi­ 
cial feels like criticizing him. 
“ Riley was appointed 
by 
the 
Purchasing 
Committee 
of 
the 
State Administrative Board 
last 
summer after a long 
period 
of 
rumors of laxity in the 
depart­ 
ment. He had been secretary of 
an Upper Peninsula 
Republican 
committee and had 20 years of ex­ 
perience as buyer for 
Michigan 
lumber companies. 
“ With the advice and co-oper­ 
ation of a committee of purching 
agents for private companies, Ril­ 
ey has reorganized many suppos­ 
edly axiomatic principles of public 
purchasing. 
“No longer does the department 
make a pretense of being bound to 
accept the lowest bid on any com­ 
modity, 
“ By paying one cent 
less 
a 
pound on meat you may get meat 
that isn't worth anything, Riley 
explains. We take what we think 
is the best value offered, consider- 
erlng everything. 
“ Formerly the department post­ 
ed on a bulletin board notices of 
commodities it was preparing 
to 
buy, It published a bulletin list­ 
ing major purchase of the 
pre­ 
ceding week, giving 
prices 
and 
successful bidders. 
NO MORE BULLETINS 
“ The theory of this 
‘daylight’ 
system was that every merchant 
should have an 
opportunity 
to 
participate in State business and 
to know who got the business. 
“ Riley never has Issued the list 
of successful bidders, and he has 
discontinued the bulletin board. 
“ I took out the board as an ex­ 
periment, expecting 
many 
com­ 
plaints, but there have been none, 
he said. The board was 
of 
no 
benefit to anyone but a few curb­ 
stone operators 
and 
chiselers. 
They would come in at the last 
minute, read the board, dash off 
a bid and, lf they were low, try to 
get someone to fill it, 
probably 
with inferior goods. 
Now they don’t bld until they 
have filled out a 
form 
stating 
whom they represent, giving bank 
references, territory 
they 
were 
able to serve, and so 
on. 
Only 
manufacturers and dealers 
with 
an established business and repu­ 
tation may bld. 
CHISELERS OUT 
“ The nerve of some of the curb 
stone operators 
was 
amazing. 
They would walk Into the buyers’ 
offices, hang up their coats 
and 
stick around all day. They would 
even answer the phones and look 
at mail on the desks if they got a 
chance. I have rearranged the off­ 
ice so they can’t get in except on 
legitimate business. Anyone with 
a good reason can inspect our rec­ 
ords at any time. 
Aud.-Gen. Vernon 
J. 
Brown, 
chairman of the committee 
and 
formerly the foremost critic 
of 
State buying methods, expressed 
himself as considerably 
encour­ 
aged by Riley’s work. 
“ As a m atter of policy I 
can 
see many objections to the 
sys­ 
tem Riley and the 
private 
pur­ 
chasers are setting 
up, 
Brown 
said. When they confine the busi­ 
ness largely to a few companies it 
savors of a closed corporation. If 
a purchasing director who wasn’t 
strictly honest should step 
into 
such a set-up he could really go 
to town. 
NO COMPLAINTS 
“ But no one has questioned Ril­ 
ey’s honesty. So far as I can see 
the companies doing most of the 
business are the ones best quail 
fled to furnish the goods. I used 
to get scores of complaints every 
month, from dealers 
and 
from 
our own departments. 
I now get 
virtually none. Everything Is left

Three New Ones Added 
to Book By Coaches 
At Ann Arbor 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Dee. 2 (/P)— 
Three new basketball rules were 
written Into the book and two 
others, put in 
effect last year, 
were retained today by the Mich­ 
igan High School Athletic associ­ 
ation. 


Coaches and officials, meeting 
here for the annual rules interpre­ 
tation 
meeting, 
unanimously 
agreed to re-adoptlon of the 10- 
second rule and the point system 
in determining the winner of the 
overtime tie games. 


New rules approved by coaches 
were: 


1. That the referee shall exam­ 
ine and sign 
the official score 
book at the end of the first half 
and at the end of the game. 


2. That the distance of back­ 
boards from the end of the court 
may be between two and four feet 
for regular season’s 
games. 
In 
state 
association 
tournaments, 
however, the two foot distance is 
to be official. 


3. That a request to waive a 
free throw and take the ball out 
of bounds must be made prior to 
the placing of the ball by the offi­ 
cial In the handa of the player at 
the free throw line who is entitled 
to the throw. 


This rule, coaches said, would 
tend to discourage deliberate fouls 
In attempts to gain possession of 
the ball.

hotel lobbies. 


The minor leaguo body, which 
opens its meeting Monday to be 
followed by the majors Thursday, 
will consider 52 proposed amend­ 
ments to the code. Several chang­ 
es would specify tho 
rights 
of 
clubs to engage In working agree­ 
ments with each other. 


One would allow a major league 
club actually to sign players for a 
minor league farm 
instead 
of 
merely 
"recommending” 
as 
at 
present. Another would expressly 
require that each club bo consid­ 
ered a separate unit in player re­ 
lations, no matter if It were own­ 
ed or was working with a club of 
different classification.

This was brought about by the 
commissioner’s interpretation that 
a rule against reacquisition of a 
player by a club which had let him 
go also applied to all other clubs 
in the same farm system.

The 
crux 
of the argument is 
whether it is a good thing 
for 
baseball to have common owner­ 
ship of clubs. Arrayed on one side 
are the few surviving independent 
clubs and Commissioner Kenesaw 
M. Landis, and on the other the 
big farm systems and the leagues 
that were saved during the de­ 
pression by aid from major league 
teams. 
As it now stands farm systems 
are in an extra-legal field neither

hotel lobbies. 
The minor league body, which 
opens its meeting Monday to be 
followed by the m ajors Thursday, 
will consider 52 proposed amend­ 
ments to the code. Several chang­ 
es would specify the 
rights 
of 
clubs to engage in working agree­ 
ments with each other. 
One would allow a m ajor league 
club actually to sign players for a 
minor league farm 
instead 
of 
merely 
“ recommending” 
as 
at 
present. Another would expressly 
require that each club be consid­ 
ered a separate unit in player re­ 
lations, no matter if it were own­ 
ed or was working with a club of 
different classification.

But in 1911 there was an 18.1 
Inch fall for the month and th at is 
th e November record. 


Not So Warm 
November, 1934, with a 5.66 
Inches precipitation record, was 
one of the wettest Novembers for 
a long time. The November aver 
age is 2.13 inches.

Toy Industry In U.S. 
Sees Much Expansion

Washington. D. C.— The 
toy 
Industry In the United States has 
grown to such extent th a t exports 
»bont equal ImporU. 
In the Inst 
two decades this country has Rrad- 
nally gained over other nations 
In this imique Industry, and it is 
predicted that by 1950 toys made 
In the United States will he con­ 
sidered the best In the world. 


Although toy-maklnp is an old 
art. the industry In the 
Unltinl 
States is comparatively new. For 
example doll-making In this coun­ 
try was not sufficiently developed 
to attract attention in other coun­ 
tries until about two decades ago. 
Prior 
to 
1900 
domestic-made 
toys were not only 
Inferior 
to 
those made in m any other coun­ 
tries. but were few In 
number. 
The miniature train and its coun­ 
terparts have been In 
existence 
only thirty years. 


The manufacture and vise to 
popularity 
of 
toy 
trains 
and 
bridges is typical of how nunuT- 
ous other toys have found 
their 
way into the hearts of both young 
and old. 
Behind the enterprise is 
adventure and business. 
Among 
those who received their medical 
degrcps from Yale in 1909 was 
Alfred CarU'tou (lllbert. 
But Oil- 
bert showed little Interest in Uio 
prartico of his chosen profession. 
One day on his way to New York 
he saw a bridge, which gave rlHo 
to the thought that he would like 
to provide equipment, for building 
miniature trains and bridges. 


Inspired by this new' idea. Gil­ 
bert went to a banker upon his 
arrival in New York, presented his 
plan, and later received a loan of 
112,000. 
With this he began to 
manufacture metal parts 
wlilcli 
could be put together as miniature 
bridges and other structureH. The 
popularity of the new idea was 
Jm mediate.

Toy Industry In U.S. 
Sees Much Expansion 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
Washington, D. C.— The 
toy 
Industry in the United States has 
grown to such extent that exports 
about equal imports. 
In the last 
two decades this country has grad­ 
ually gained over other nations 
in this unique industry, and it is 
predicted that by 1950 toys made 
in the United States will be con­ 
sidered the best in the world. 
Although toy-making is an old 
art. the industry in the 
United 
States is comparatively new. For 
example doll-making in this coun­ 
try was not sufficiently developed 
to attract attention in other coun­ 
tries until about two decades ago. 
Prior 
to 
1900 
domestic-made 
toys were not only 
inferior 
to 
those made in many other coun­ 
tries. but were few in 
number. 
The miniature train and its coun­ 
terparts have been in 
existence 
only thirty years. 
The manufacture and rise to 
popularity 
of 
toy 
trains 
and 
bridges is typical of how numer­ 
ous other toys have found 
their 
way into the hearts of both young 
and old. 
Behind the enterprise is 
adventure and business. 
Among 
those who received their medical 
degrees from Yale in 1909 waR 
Alfred Carleton Gilbert. 
But Gil­ 
bert showed little interest in tile 
practice of his chosen profession. 
One day on his way to New York 
he saw a bridge, which gave rise 
to the thought that he would like 
to provide equipment for building 
miniature trains and bridges. 
Inspired by this new' idea. Gil­ 
bert went to a banker upon bls 
arrival in New York, presented his 
plan, and later received a loan of 
$12,000. 
With this he bogan to 
manufacture metal parts 
which 
could he put together as miniature 
bridges and other structures. The 
popularity of the new idea was 
immediate. 
The story of early toy-making 
is told in legend 
which 
comes 
from ancient Greece. In Corinth a 
little girl had died, and as was the 
custom in those days, all her toys 
were put into a basket and placed 
in her grave. 
Above the collec­ 
tion a slab of tile was placed for 
protection. 
An 
acanthus 
seed 
had found its way into the ground 
below the basket, and as the plant 
grew, it lifted the toys with its 
twisted stems until they assumed 
the shape of a lovely column. 
A 
Grecian sculptor passing the tomb 
one day was attracted 
by 
the 
sight. 
To him it suggested a new 
form of art, and was adopted as 
a model for the columns of that 
period. 
So from the little girl's 
basket of toys came the Corin­ 
thian column which graces many 
of the world’s finest buildings. 
In many lands th ere is a legen­ 
dary character to m ake children 
happy bv the distribution of toys 
at Christmastime. 
In England ; 
the patron saint of children 
is i 
Saint Nicholas. 
When the Dutch 
settled 
New A m sterdam — now 
New York City— in the early sev­ 
enteenth century, they told their 
children the story of Saint Nich­ 
olas, and as the Dutch and Eng- j 
lish tongues began to merge, the 
nam e came to sound like "S.tnt 
e ” 
Eventually children 
luted States found thein- 
possession of a Jolly old 
ir named Santa Claus. 
Adults Like Playthings 
About two years ago an Amer­ 
ican archeological expedition dig­ 
ging in northern India unearthed 
a vast collection of brightly paint- 
ed toy animals made of clay, to­ 
gether with whistles, marbles-. and 
various other playthings. 
These 
toys. authorities agree, were made 
by a people who 
lived 
at 
the 
d o s e of the Stone Age 5000 veals

ancient Egyptian mechanical toy 
is a row' of dancing dwarfs carved 
of ivory and mounted on spools 
which are wound up with thread. 
Two centuries ago there lived in 
France 
a 
man 
named Jacques

of tho most intricate toys 
ever 
made — swimming ducks, gallop­ 
ing horses, and flying birds. 
The appeal of toys is by 
no 
means limited to those who live in 
the enchanted land of childhood. 
Many adults, even among the fa­ 
mous, have not been 
unmindful 
and unappreciative of the sym bol­ 
ism of toys. 
For example, Louis 
XIV of France amused himself 
with a mechanical toy coach with 
clockwouud horses which pranced 
around the royal table. 
It is 
recorded that Aristotle invented 
the dancing doll. 
Queen Victoria 
possessed 130 dolls and dressed 
many of them herself. 
The first 
doll to arrive in the United S t a l e s 
was sent by Queen Elizabeth as a 
present to Pocahontas. 


Toys In this country 
are

Streamline trains, airplanes, au­ 
tomobiles. electromagnetic cranes, 
cement mixers, suspension bridges 
and hospitals with operating ta­ 
bles, are but a few of the realistic 
toys created by the toy industry. 
After Lindbergh’s flight to Paris 
tin' demand for toy airplanes in­ 
c r e a s e d 1000 per cent.

production and sale of toy auto- 
biles. And modern children are in­ 
sisting that their toys be accur­ 
ate in every detail.

Goose, which Is the traditional 
Christmas fowl Just as turkey is 
Thanksgiving’s dish, Is easily pre­ 
pared and is delightfully tasteful 
if handled correctly. 
Not 
until 
recent years has goose been pro­ 
perly appreciated, largely because 
it hasn’t been prepared properly. 


Geese vary in weight from 8 to 
12 pounds or more. Watch for soft 
feet and a pliable bill 
(it 
you 
dross your own bird) as an Indi- 
ciition of proper age for cooking. 


An excellent dressing is the ap- 
ple-and-raisin variety, made with 
the following 
proportions: 
One 
pound of apples, peeled and dic­ 
ed; one-fourth pound of raisins; 
one tablespoon of brown sugar, 
and three cups of 
bread 
cubes. 
Salt to taste. Although this dress­ 
ing is dry, th e Juices 
from 
the 
bird will m ake it tasty. 


Removing fat Is a simple pro­ 
cess. First wipe the bird dry, in­ 
side an dout. Place in a covered 
roaster in a 425-degree oven for 
30 minutes to start warming. Re­ 
move from oven and cool. Remove 
far. Repeat this procès twice. 


Then stuff the goose, close the 
opening of th e body cavity and tie 
the legs together. Weigh the bird, 
allowing 20 to 25 minutes to the 
pound for roasting in a 325-de- 
gree oven. R oast with breast side 
down. 


You don’t have 
to 
baste the 
bird as it roasts, but orange juice 
with grated rind may be used if 
desired.

Goose Is Favorite 
For Yuletide Feast 
And Easily Fixed 


Goose, which is the traditional 
Christmas fowl just as turkey is 
Thanksgiving’s dish, is easily pre­ 
pared and is delightfully tasteful 
if handled correctly. 
Not 
until 
recent years has goose been pro­ 
perly appreciated, largely because 
it hasn’t been prepared properly. 
Geese vary in weight from 8 to 
12 pounds or more. Watch for soft 
feet and a pliable bill 
(if 
you 
dress your own bird) as an indi­ 
cation of proper age for cooking. 
An excellent dressing is the ap- 
ple-and-raisin variety, made with 
the following 
proportions: 
One 
pound of apples, peeled and dic­ 
ed; one-fourth pound of raisins; 
one tablespoon of 
brown sugar, 
and three cups of 
bread 
cubes. 
Salt to taste. Although this dress­ 
ing is dry, the juices 
from 
the 
bird will make it tasty. 
Removing fat is a simple pro­ 
cess. First wipe the bird dry, in­ 
side an dout. Place in a covered 
roaster in a 425-degree oven for 
SO minutes to start warming. Re­ 
move from oven and cool. Remove 
fat. Repeat this proces twice. 
Then stuff the goose, close the 
opening of the body cavity and tie 
the legs together. Weigh the bird, 
allowing 20 to 25 minutes to the 
pound for roasting in a 325-de­ 
gree oven. Roast with breast side 
down. 
You don’t have 
to 
baste the 
bird as it roasts, but orange juice 
with grated rind may be used if 
desired.

Tokyo— Peasant In 
a 
remote 
northern Japanese village do not 
celebrate Christmas but they be­ 
lieve Jesus Christ died In Japan. 


Nor are they 
Ciuistlans, 
but 
each year they 
kneel 
before a 
strange 
mound 
they 
believe Is 
Christ’s burial place. 


This takes place at the village 
of Herai where Buddhists or Shin- 
toists gather each year around a 
mound surmounted by a pillar on 
which aro three Japanese charac­ 
ters and a six-pointed star com­ 
posed of inter-locking 
triangles, 
like tho Hebrew emblem. 


How this strango tradition a r ­ 
rived lit Japan is not known, but 
visitors notice that 
tho 
village, 
which is located in Aomori, near 
the extreme tip of Honshu Island, 
Is no great 
distance 
south 
of 
Mount Yadaijin, which 
Is 
pro­ 
nounced almost like the modern 
Japanese word for "Jew.” 


Tho slx-polnted

is 
com­ 
pletely foreign to tho people, yet 
some peasants aro familiar with 
the Biblical version 
of 
Christ’s 
death. Tho Aomorlan story, which 
they have 
believed 
for 20 cen­ 
turies, Is this: 


During the reign of the Em pör­ 
er Sulnin, the eleventh emperor, a 
young w’hlto man came to live In 
tho district. Twelve years later, at 
the age of .?4. he disappeared. His 
name: Soraituro. 


Fifteen years later he returned 
and told tho people he had been 
to the land of his birth teaching 
religion and that, because of hia 
beliefs, had been 
sentenced 
to 
death by crucifixion. 


Soraitaro is then said to have 
told tho natives that his younger 
brother, isklrl, sacrificed his own 
life on the cross. Then he traveled 
for four years, across Europe and 
through Siberia. Finally reaching 
Aomarl again, he died at the age 
of 105 In the eleventh 
year 
of 
Kelko Tenno’s reign. 


Near I he alleged burial m ound 
is the ruin of a 
stone 
building 
which villagers 
call 
"Tusklno- 
Tatte,” the House of the Moon. 
Many foreign articles are reported 
lo have been unearthed from this 
place. People say It Is the place 
where Jesus worshiped.

The Washington 
Merry*Go*Round

Washington—There is an excellent rea* 


son why the U. S. Navy has been so secret 
tire regarding the German magnetic mines 
•which have been causing such disaster to 
Allied shipping. Probably it will be den- 
ied, but the real fact is that the Navy has 
been experimenting with this type of mine 
itself. 


Behind the scenes, the British have 


known the exact make-up of the German 
mines for some time. So also have our own. 
experts. 


The first German magnetic mine was 


found washed up on the coast of Norway, 
several weeks before the Germans began 
their campaign iu the English Channel. 
Apparently, the Germans at that time were 
experimenting with the mine in Norwegian 
waters. 


The British, however, didn't pay much 


attention to the new mine. So when the 
Nazis began their campaign in 
earnest. 


Allied shipping was caught completely off 
base. Since then, more mines have been 
washed up off the English 
coast, 
and 


have been taken to pieces by the British. 


The principle on which the mine works 


is a magnetic compass. The needle of the 
compass points normally north. But when 
a large body of steel passes nearby, the 
needle is deflected from the north, and 
this swerving of the needle ignites 
the 


high explosive inside the mine. 


The mine lies at the bottom of the sea 


and does not rise to the top. Therefore, it 
is effective only in shallow water. 
But 


even 30 or 40 feet from the hull of a ship, 
its explosion can be just as deadly as if it 
actually struck the ship itself. 


—SHALLOW WATER WBAPOXS— 
Because the miaes are effective only in 


relatively shallow water, they have been 
concentrated in and around the 
English 


Channel. They 
would 
be valueless if 


shrewn around the deep Atlantic. 


One important effect which they have 


had on German warfare is to 
force 
all 


Nazi submarines out of control 
waters. 


Submarines explode the mines 
just 
as 


easily as merchant vessels, in fact more 
easily. So the Germans have to keep their 
U-boats in the deep Atlantic or at home. 


Re.ports from the British navy received 


in official quarters are that the 
British 


now have the mine terror licked. The Brit- 
ish solution is to tow a large piece of iron 
behind a wooden boat. The wooden boat 
does not set off the magnetic mine, but 
the iron which follows in its wake, does. 


At present the British have abandoned 


the old fashioned mine sweeper, and are 
litteraly combing the seas 
around 
the 


English Channel. They may be too optimis- 
tic, but they think that in another week, 
or even less, German's magnetic mines 
will be all exploded. 


Meanwhile the British air corps is extra 


diligent to prevent Nazi planes from drop- 
ping more mines around the English Chan- 
nel.. They are not, entirely sure, but they 
believe most of the mines were 
dropped 


from the air, unless some were planted by 
disguised Nazi wooden vessels.

Old Orchard Farm 


Basement for Caretaker's Home Finished 


Full advantage has been taken 


out at Old Orchard farm of the 
wonderful early autumn weather 
conditions, with which this sec- 
tion has been favored, for the past 
two or three weeks. 
The base- 


ment for the care-taker's house, 
which is to be moved to a location 
down at the farm entrance, is ful- 
ly completed and the 
drainage 


system, necessary at that point so 
that Jimmie Leach and his sister, 
Ellen, won't have to use a row 
boat to reach their house, when 
the spring thaws come, is also 
ready for use. 


Drainage pipe was laid both un- 


der and around the foundation 
walls and after the concrete walls 
were poured and "set"', the exter- 
ior was given a heavy coating of 
asphalt paint—all to the end that 
a dry basement may be made pos- 
sible at the location. Because it 
is one of the lowest spots on the 
farm, where the remodeled house 
will ha established, it was possi- 
ble to extend the basement but 
four feet under the surface and 
the remainder of the seven foot 
walls, 
extend 
upward," BO the 


building will have to stand pretty 
well up in the air. 


But other material will be 


hauled in and the yard about the 
house will be terraced and cover- 
ed with black loam, to provide an 
attractive 
lawn, in the spring. 


A drizzling rain, that set in on 
Friday 
and 
continued through 


most of Saturday, prevented the 
moving of the present care-tak- 
er's house to the new location, 
but everything is in readiness for 
the actual moving operations, as 
soon as the weather clears again. 


Getting Wood Supply 


Advantage has been taken of 


the recent fine weather to get 
most of the farm's winter supply 
of wood cut and ready for the 
various stoves, that will have to 
be kept popping, when 
zero 


weather finally hits this district. 
All of the brush, taken from the 
windfalls 
in the farm woodlot, 


was burned as it accumulated and 
last week the big pile of rubbish 
and quack grass roots, piled down 
in the corner of the farm, was 
burned out, as slick as a whistle. 
The recent dry weather and the 
warm, sunshiny days, made con- 
ditions 
ideal 
for burning and 


many farmers, 
with brush and 


other material to burn, took full 
advantage of the opportunity to 
do this work. 


In spite of every effort to hold 


them back, for a more favorable 
market, Old Orchard's drove of 
feeding hogs, are getting too fat 
for comfort. 
Besides 
they 
are 


eating up a lot of feed, that may 
be needed for other stock before 
winter is over. 
So as soon as 


colder weather sets in the farm 
manager is considering slaughter- 
ing a few of the hogs at a time 
and disposing of the pork, direct 
to local consumers. There was a 
time when many families bought 
the carcass of a pig or hog, in the 
fall, from which they obtained the 
balk of their fresh meat supply 
during at least a part of the win- 
ter. 
Some families used their 


carcasses, to make up a supply of 
sausage, salt pork and lard. The 
practice isn't generally followed 
In these days, but the manager of 
Old Orchard believes that at least 
some families might like to go 
back to old customs for a time, 
so, if present plans are carried 
out, the farm's pork supply may 
go direct 
into local homes, as 


whole pigs, halves or quarters, as 
the purchasers wish. And Old 
Orchard's fat pigs should make 
especially fine pork, for from the 
time of the birth of these pigs, 
they have had only clover, milk 
and corn as their diet and the 
'arm manager firmly believes that 
'iner pork cannot be produced any 
place in this land. 


On the rainy days of last week 


the farm crew got at the job of 
grading out oome of the stock of 
xitatoes, stored in the basement 
of the farm house. 
The bulk of 


this season's crop will he reserved 
as certified seed, for sale next 
spring, but as an average, about 
one third of the total crop will 


have to be graded out for table 
stock. 
Only potatoes of certain 


size and shape, can be sold as cer- 
tified seed, so all tubers too large 
for seed and individual specimens 
that do not conform to specifica- 
tions in shape, will be graded out 
and sold locally for table use. 
And because of the belief of the 
far mmanager that there will be a 
considerable demand among farm- 
ers in this section of the penin- 
sula for better seed stock, in the 
spring, it is not now planned to 
make any outside shipment's of 
seed, in the hope and belief that 
they can be disposed of locally. 


AYarm AVeather Problems 


The recent period of unseason- 


ably warm weather made a lot of 
people happy, but deer hunters, 
of either local or down state var- 
iety, were not impressed and out 
at Old Orchard the warm days 
have brought about an unexpect- 
ed problem. This is the time t>f 
the year when silos are opened 
and 
ensilage fed to the dairy 


stock, 
to supply food elements 


they get from green pasture, dur- 
ing the> summer months. Usually 
at 
this 
time of the year, cold 


weather permits the keeping of 
ensilage perfectly, as it is fed 
from the silo.. This year, on a 
farm with as small a dairy herd 
as Old Orchard, it has been found 
difficult to feed the 4silage fast 
enough to keep it from spoiling 
on the surface. Under ordinary 
conditions the ensilage is looseaed 
about the outside rim and piled 
in the center, as It is used. Under 
present weather conditions, this 
practice cannot be followed on 
small farms, for as soon as the 
ensilage is loosened and allowed 
to stand in a pile, for a few days, 
it becomes mouldy and unfit for 
cow feed. To meet the situation, 
out at Old Orchard, only enough 
silage for each feeding is care- 
fully scratched from the surface 
of the silo and the remainder is 
kept packed as solidly as possible. 
This plan does not work perfectly, 
but it is better than having con- 
siderable 
quantities made unfit 


for anything but hog feed, each 
day. The cows have just got to 
have their ensilage, as long as it 
is available, so the farm crew, 
while they can make use of more 
nice weather, will be a little hap- 
pier when the daily temperatures 
get down to normal for this sec- 
tion. 


All 
of which merely goes to 


prove that a farmer is a pretty 
hard creature to completely satis- 
fy, when it comes to the matter 
of weather.

ers, did not give him unlimited 
powers. 


Defense counsel for Mr. Kuhn

he was trustee for the Bund. If 
he were owner, no charges could 
be found against him.

The sources of funds 
and regular accountings by out- 
side accountants, ought to be 
made public as normal procedure. 


Members of an organisation, if 


they are to accept a totalitarian 
leadership principle, 
ought 
to 


know, from the outset, that they 
exist outside such regulations and 
that, therefore, they are unpro- 
tected, ar* not a legitimate or- 
ganization at all, but are Merely 
making personal rabtcrlptlons to 
a personal leader In whom they 
hare unlimited trust.

has or should have the right to 
stop them. But in that case they 
are not joining an organization, 
but a personal following.

Clubs Ilebuked 


The 
crux of the argument is 


whether it is a good thing for 
baseball to have common owner- 
ship of clubs. Arrayed on one side 
are the few surviving independent 
clubs and Commissioner Kenesaw 
M. Landis, and on the other the 
big farm systems and the leagues 
that were saved during the de- 
pression by aid from major league 
teams. 


As it now stands farm systems 


are in an extra-legal field neither 
provided for nor outlawed by the 
baseball rules and governed al- 
most solely by the Interpretations 
of Landis and William G. Bram- 
ham, president of the National as- 
sociation. 


Time and again, Landis has re- 


buked clubs for their farm rela- 
tions and this fall has refused to 
approve any working agreements 
between major and minor league 
teams 
whatsoever, 
pending a 


showdown on the problem at the 
meetings here. 


Since a lot of jobs and a lot of 


people's favorite sport depend on 
a solution, it is no wonder that 
this topic not only is the principal 
matter before the conventions, but 
before the shifting huddles in the 
hotel lobbies. 


The minor league body, whicli 


opens its meeting Monday to be 
followed by the majors THursday, 
will consider 52 proposed amend- 
ments to the code. Several chang- 
es would specify the 
rights of 


clubs to engage in working agree- 
ments with each other. 


One would allow: a major league 


club actually to sign players for a 
minor league farm 
instead 
of 


merely "recommending" 
as at 


present. Another would expressly 
require that each club be consid- 
ered a separate unit in player re- 
lations, no matter if it were own- 
ed or was working with a club of 
different classification. 


Big Deals Rumored 


This was brought about by the 


commissioner's interpretation that 
a rule against reacquisition of a 
player by a club which had let him 
go also applied to all other clubs 
in the same farm system.
